Forty People Killed in a Railway 
Disaster in North Carolina. 


A Train Plunges Down 200 Feet 
Through a Trestle. 


ron PASSENGER COACHES HURLED 
INTO |THE ABYSS. ö 


Twenty-Seven Bodies Taken From the 
Wreck—The Work of Rescuing the 
Injured—Cause of the Catastrophe—The 
Park Place Disaster—Removing the 
Debris—Victims to Be Buried To-Mor- 
row Killed by a Drunken SBear— 
Casualties. 


SraTESVILLE, N. C., Aug. 27.—The most ap- 
palling rallway calamity in the history of 
North Carolina occurred at 2 o’clock this 
morning about two miles east of this city in 
which at least forty lives were lost. 

Is the west bound passenger train on the 


western North Carolina road was ap- 
proaching this city at a high 
rate of speed and struck 


the trestle over Catawba River, the supports 
of the structure gave way and the engine 
end four of the cars were hurled into the 
ravine, which at that point has a depth of 
pearly two hundred feet below the track. 

The engine plunged headlong into the abyss 
and the cars were piled in a mass of frag- 
ments on all sides. The last two coaches in 
the train of six were in some manner 
detached by the shock and thrown to one 
side of the track, They did not go over the 
precipice. 

TO THE RESCUE. 

It was some time after the accident before 
the news reached Statesville, but when it be- 
came known, the entire populace was 
eroused ana hurried to the scene of the dis- 
ester. 7 

The work of rescue was begun at once. The 
ecene was falmost indescribable. The train 
had been well laden with people returning to 


their homes from summer resorts on 
the coast. Many of them  (\Iiving in 
this State. Men, women and children were 


round lying mangled beyond the possibility 
of recognition among the debris, while the 
walls of the wounded wedged in among the 
broken timbers of the trestle and cars filled 
the alr. 

TAKING OUT THE DEAD. 

Cp to 12 o’clock twenty-seven bodies had 
been taken fromthe ruins, andthe whole 
number of dead was estimated at forty. 
Twenty-five of the wounded were rescued 
and taken to farm-houses in the vicinity 
awaiting the arrival of the relief train that 
had been sent for. Some ot them are fright- 
fully injured and cannot possibly recover. 

So precipitous are the banks of the ravine 
where the train plunged in, and so deep is the 
abyss that the work of getting out the dead 
has been greatly retarded. 

A TRAINMAN’S LEAP. 


\ brakeman named Johnson, who 
jumped from the platform of his 
car as he- felt the shock of the 


engine's leap, says that the sudden lurch of 
the train as the locomotive went down was 
the only premonition of the catastrophe. He 
was bruised by striking the ground, but is 
otherwise uninjured. The conductor and 
other train hands are missing, and itis sup- 
posed they are among the dead. 
itis impossible at this hour to give a list of 
the passengers or the names of the dead and 
injured. It is said that State Auditor Ran- 
derum was on the train. He cannot be found 
among the survivors, aud it is believed that 
De has perished. 
A RAIL REMOVED. 
The fatal plunge was made at a point on 
the line just before reaching jthe jbridge 
proper over the river. At first it was thought 


that the uprights of the trestle had 
teen weakened by the recent floods, 
but investigation shows that a 


rail had been removed from the track, and 
that the force of the engine striking the 
beams after it left the track is what caused 
the structure to break, hurling the cars to 
the bottom of the ravine. 


THE PARK PLACE DISASTER. 


ANOTHER BODY IDENTIFIED THIS MORNIXG—

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 27.—Advices 
from shanghal state that a gang of 500 armed 
pirates are creating havoc in the Province of 
Wenchow. Their progress through the 
country has been marked by the most crue! 
and cold-blooded crimes. Villages have 
been burned right and left by them when re- 
fused hospitality and the inhabitants, men, 
women andchildren slaughtered by the mis 
creants. The object of the pirates seems to 
be to capture influential people and hold 
them for ransom. They have already seized 
the grandson and only living 
relative of a wealthy old man 
living near Wenchow and they have sent ro- 
peated demands for a large amount of money 
to the afflicted grandfather, accompanied on 
each occasion by a piece of the unfortunate 
boy’s flesh, one day a slice of his ear, anoth- 
erdayastrip of skin taken from his back 
and soon. Recently the gang has been trav- 
eling southward, looting, burning and mur- 
dering as they proceeded. When the United 
States Consul at Wenchow first became con- 
vinced of the warming state of affairs, he 
took such measures as were in his power for 
the protection of the residents. He has been 
trying to arrange matters with the local 
officials. The number of the pirates are va- 
riously estimated, but the general opinion is 
that they muster 400 armed and desperate 
men. 


A COLORED TOUGH KILLED. 
Pte City, Mo., Aug. 27.—Joe Godley, a 
colored tough and cousin of Bill Godley, who 
was sentenced at Mt. Vernon, Tuesday, for 
ten years for criminal assault, was Killed 
Tuesday evening by Dan McKinsey, a farmer, 
living seven miles northwest of Mt. Vernon. 
Godley wanted to get at McKinsey’s cash. 
After repeated warnings tokeep away from 
him without heeding, McKinsey drew his 
pocket-knife and nearly severed the man’s 
head from his body. The remains were 
brought to this city yesterday morning for 
interment. The pareuts of the dead man are

TRAIN ROBBERS CAUGHT. 

Macox, Ga., Aug. 27.—Ben Thornton, Dave 
Horton and Josh Brazil, believed to have 
been implicated in the robbery of the express 
car on the Central train from this city to At- 
lanta last Thursday night, have been ar- 
rested.

GEN. CANTO'S ARMY DEFEATED NEAR 
VALPARAISO. 


* — 


And a Large Number of His Soldiers Made 
Prisoners The Reporte Contradicted 
by Dispatches to the Insurgent Envoys 
—Senor Lazscano Says the War Is Over 
—Conflicting Accounts. 


The news from the seat of war in Chili is 
somewhat contradictory. A dispatch ro- 
ceived by the Chilian Minister at Washing- 
ton states that a battle was fought on the 25th 
inst., in which Balmaceda defeated the in- 
surgents near Valparaiso and captured a 
portion of Gen. Canto’s army. 
The envoys of the Congressionalists, 
or party in rebellion, doubt the reliability of 
this report and exhibit advices which state 
that a battle was fought yesterday in which 
the insurgents were the victors. On the 
other hand a cablegram is printed in the 
New York papers this morning from Valpa- 
raiso,dated the 26th inst., in which it is stated 
that no fighting has taken place since the en- 
gagement at Vina del Mar on Sunday. 

THE NEWS IN PARIS. 

Falls. Aug. 27.—A dispatch has been re- 
ceived atthe Chilian Legation in this city 
from Buenos Ayres, stating that the troops 
of the Chilian Government have nad 
another engagement with the insurgent 
forces near Valparaiso and were 
completely victorious. The Insurgents, 
the dispatch § adds, were hemmed 
in between two fires of the Balma- 
ceda troops and were unable to carry out an 
attempt to retreat to their ships, which were 
lying off the coast, and assisting them as far 
as lay in their power. The dispatch also says 
that it is roported in Buenos Ayres that the 
Insurgent forces had surrendered to the vic - 
torious Balmaceda army. 

THE INSURGENT SIDE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 27.—Antonio Varros, 
Envoy of the Chillian insurgents, has re- 
celved a cablegram from Valparaiso via 
Washington, D. C., stating that fighting was 
renewed on the morning of the 26th, and 
that Balmaceda was losing. 


INSURGENTS DEFEATED. 


—— — 


THE REPORT RECEIVED BY THE CHILIAN MIN- 
ISTER AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 27.—Senor Pru- 
dentes Lazzcano, the Chilian Minister at 
Washington, to-day received a cablegram 
dated Valparaiso, the 2th, from M. Aidu- 
nate, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, saying 
that on the 2th the insurgent army was 
completely defeated in Vino del Mar. A di- 
vision of the Chillan Government arm cut 
off their retreat to the ships and obliged 
them to surrender unconditionally. All the 
country, the dispatch adds, applauds the 
valor and skill of the Government army. 
Commenting on this news Senor Lazzcano 
said: ‘‘I think the war is over. 

Senor Lazzcano wore a contented expression 
upon his determined face, while his hand- 
some wife,who acts as his interpreter, beamed 
with enthusiasm and joy over the happy re- 
suit. The war began more than six months 
ago, the Senor explained, and the insur- 
gents were led by Col. Canto, who had been 
dismissed from the Chilian army. He had 
succeeded in securing the Chilian navy, and 
on this account had been able until now to 
maintain hisarmy. The Chilian Government 
had no navy. and because of this disad- 
vantage had been unable to hem in the in- 
surgents. 

Had we had ships, said Senor Lazzcano, 
tracing the positions of the Government and 
insurgents on a rough map he had drawn so 
as to more explicitly explain himself, ‘‘we 
would have succeeded long ago. 

He then traced the positions ofthe army of 
the Chilian Government, under command of 
Gen. Velasquez, the present Minister of War 
and who distinguished himself in the war 
between Chiliand Peru twenty years ago. 
At Coquimbo, on the Northern coast of Chill, 
1,000 Government troops were stationed. At 
Santiago 12,000 troops were in garrison, while 
below, at Concepcion, 1,000 men were under 
arms. To the left of Concepcion an 
army of 9,000 men were rendezvoused. Be- 
tween Sentiago and Quinteros, just above the 
Aconcagua River, the insurgents, under Col. 
Canto, landed 10,000 men, Under protection 


from their ships the insurgents 
moved down the coast towards 
Valparaiso. At the Aconcagua River 


the Insurgents were met by a force of 5,000 
men from the government army which had 
moved up from the left of Concepcion. This 
force held the insurgents at bay for thirty 
hours. In the meantime the Government 
forces at Samtiago, Concepcion and Coquimb 
moved down, hemmed in the insurgents and 
compelied their unconditional surrender. 

As Senor Lazzcanoin an oi hand manner 
described how the war was brought to a 
close, he was naturally exuberant with joy 
and as he hesitated for words toexpress, in 
broken English, his ideas, his wife, who was 
enraptured with his warlike description, 
would fill in the interstices. The Minister sent a 
number of telegrams this morning spreading 
far and wide the news ofthe victory of the 
Chilian Government. 

The dispatch received here by the Chilian 
Minister, announcing the defeat of the insur- 
gents at Vina del Mar, was shown to Mr. 
Foster, one of the insurgent representatives, 
this morning, and that gentleman was asked 
it ne had heard anything from his party. 
He replied that he had received the following 
cablegram from their agent last night * * 

Notices inspired * * 
r agente in Lima absolutely withou 
This, Mr. Foster said, probably referred to 
the reported defeat of his party.

Valparaiso has been regarded 
as essentially a rebel city since the inception 
of the revolutionary movement, and it is said 
that many of the people who left the city 
during the battle of Vina del Mar have joined 
the rebel standard. 

BALMACEDA’S STRENGTH. 

Government reinforcements arrived in 
sufficient numbers within the past few days 
to swell the President's forces to 20,000 effect - 
ive men. The great weakness of the regular 
army, however, lies in their artillery. The 
guns are not of modern make and will make 
a poor showing against that branch of the 
Insurgent forces, who are Well equipped with 
improved Armstrong guns. Additional 
earthworks have been thrown up on the 
line of defense reaching from Vina 
del Mar, the little village on the beach five 
miles north of the city, to Piacielillila on the 
Aconcagua. The Government is much better 
equipped than the enemy 80 far as cavalry is 
concerned, and Balmaceda ig Kept pretty well 
informed of the movements Of the rebels by 
the cavalry corps, which ts almost con- 
» Stantly on the move, scouting along tne val- 
leys back of the city. 

The torpedo boats Almirante and Almirante 
Lynch are constantly patrollimg the bay and 
keep a tharp lookout to prevent any demon- 
stration on the part ofthe insurgent cruisers. 
In this they have so far been successful. Ifthe 
powerful war ship, Presidente Errazuris, 
were in the bay or should appear off the 
harbor, there would De mo doubt of the 
issue. 

But at all events the disposition of the 
troops, the clattering of mounted messen- 
gers along the streets hurriedly bearing 
orders tothe various commands, the deter- 
mined looks of the officers, all indicate that 
Balmaceda is preparing to deliver a biow to 
the rebels and if possibile crush the army 
now investing Valparaiso, 

THE XEBEL ARMY. 

Meantime, from all accounts that can be 
gathered from the sources of information at 
hand, the insurgents are equally confident of 
victory. They have retired from the position 
they occupied threatening Fort Callao, near 
Vina del Mar,and are strengthening them 
on the range of hills to the east. The exact 
mumder of Gen. Canto’s men cannot be defin- 
itely stated, butitis less than the Govern- 
ment forces, He has undoubtedly received 
reinforcements since the Dattle of Sunday, 
and is much stronger than when he landed 
at Quintero Bay. Insurgent sympathizers in 
Valparaiso believe that if Balmaceda does 
not move out tothe at P Canto will 
bring on an engag t „But ‘the 
probabilities are that the rebet leader will 
fortify his position and await the movement 
to Grive him from it. 

Should the battle go against the insurgents 
and they be driven from the field with great 
loss, this may bethe last battle of the war. 
The army wili lose hope, confidence in their 
leaders will be destroyed and sentiment 
against a continuance of the struggle will 
become so strong that it will be a hard mat- 
ter for the Congressional party to keep the 
men inthe ranks. The rebel army is poorly 
disciplined at best and a crushing defeat now 
would make it little more than an armed 
mob. 

If Balmaceda is compelled to evacuate Val- 
paraiso he may strive to make connection 
with the army of the north andstill endeavor 
to Keep his standard afloat. But in any event 
defeat here would be a sad blow to him, and 
may be followed by flilght from the country.

NOTHING RECBIVED FROM MINISTER EGAN OR 
ADMIRAL BROWN. 

WasnHIncton, D. C., Aug. 27.—Nothing has 
been received either at the State or Navy 
Departments of the reported surren- 
der of the Chilian Congressional 
army on Tuesday at Vina del Mar. 
Admiral Brown, the commander ot the Pa- 
cific squadron, who is now representing the 
United States in Chiilam waters, was at Co- 
quimbo at the date of the latest mail advices 
received at the Navy Department. That place 
is a considerable distance above the district 
where the fighting of the past few days has 
been going on, yet it isin the vicinity of the 
Congressional Government’s headquarters. 
It Is thought therefore that such 
important news should have reached him, if 
not through official sources at least by rumor, 
and it is of course supposed that he would 
hasten to report it to the department. 
Minister Egan of Santiago has had very lit- 
tle to communicate recently to the depart- 


ment concerning the troubles in 
Chili, but an event of such import 
as the surrender of the Congressional 


army, itis thought, would have been tele- 
graphed promptly to the department. But 
notwithstanding the non-receipt of any 
news except through the Chilian 
Minister with respect to the matter, it is 
generally believed here in official and unom - 
cial circles that the report of the surrender is 
true. 


WAR ECHOES. 


BALMACEDA CLAIMS A COMPLETE TRIUMPH— 
ABMS FOR THE PINTO. 

Lonpor, Aug. 27.—The Datly Telegraph this 
morning publishes a statement from a Chilian 
resident here, who says he has seen a private 
cablegram from President Balmaceda to the 
Chilian Legation, declaring that his triumph 
is complete. The statement also contains an 
assertion of the belief that it is the policy of 
the victors to annex Bolivia. 


NOT IN GERMAN WATERS. 

Berit, Aug. 27.—A British schooner which 
has arrived at Kiel is thought to have a cargo 
of war materia! on board for the Balmacedan 
war vessel Presidente Pinto which arrived at 
Kiel yesterday, Should this be the case it is 
generally understood here that the German 
authorities at Kiel, acting under special in- 
structions from the Imperial Government, 
will insigt upon the neutrality of the port of 
Kiel being strictly observed by the Englisn 
steamships and by the Chillan war vessels. 

In other words, the German authorities will

WORCESTER, Mass., Aug. 27.—Hon. 8, C. 
Pomeroy, ex-United States Senator from 
| Kansas, died at the residence of Mrs. J. C. 
Whitin of. Whitinsville, this morning, 


aged 76. 


Samuel Clark Pomeroy was closely inden- 
tifed with the history of Kansas, though for 
some years he has been living quietly in his 
native State. He was born in Southhamp- 
ton, Mass., in 1816, and was edu- 
cated at Amherst. In 1852, he was 
elected to the Massachusetts Legislature 
and soon afterwards became active in New 
England's efforts to colonize Kansas. In 
1854 he conducted a colony to that State and 
located at Lawrence, but subsequently re- 
moved to Atchison, of which city he was 
made Mayor. He soon became a conspicuous 
figure in the politics of the State, was active 
in forming the Térritorial Government, and 
participated in the Free Soil Convention held 
at Lawrence in 1859. Mr. Pomeroy entered 
the United States Senate atthe breaking out 
of the war in 1861, was re-electedin 1867 and 
became a candidate for a third term in 18738. 
It was during the canvass in that 
year that charges of bribery were made in 
which the name of the Senator was 
so unpleasantly linked and he failed 
of election by the Kansas Legislature. 
The matter was made the subject of investi- 
flation by the national Senate and gained the 
widest publicly.

A recess was 
then taken until 2 o’clock and when the del- 
egates reassembled the names of Larkin 
Wise of Linn, J. Boyd and F. H. Foley of 
Pike were placed in nomination for State 
Lecturer. At a late hour this afternoon 
no choice had been made. As Wise is a 
strong advocate of the Ocala demand he 
will, itis expected, get the prize. Foley is 
a Democrat, and * is opposed to 
the ‘Government loan idea. The 
report of the Committee on Demands, 
and Resolutions is expected this evening, and 
then the fun is expected to begin in earnest. 
The sub-treasury and third party men have 
a majority on the committee, and they say 
they will makea platform that will comply 
with the national demands agreed upon at 
Ocala. Ex-President Hall said to- 
day that the fight of the anti- 
sub-treasury men was not yet lost.

Wm. D. Landstreet,a Young Virginian, 
Charged With Embezzlement. 


HE WAS THE CASHIER OF THE COMMON- 
WEALTH CASUALTY co. 


Wine, Women and Fast Living Apparent 
ly Cause His Downfall—He Was Too 
Fond of Whisky and the Ubhrig’s 
Cave Ballet—Anather Collector Miss- 
ing. 


Secretary John ©. Bloomfielg of the Com- 
monwealth Casualty Co. of Missouri, having 
an office in the Fagin Building, this morning 
swore out a warrant charging Wm. D. Land- 
street, Cashier of the company, with the em- 
berzlement of $750 ot the company’s funds. 
The warrant was issued and placed 
in the hands of an officer who at 
once went out to Landstreet’s 
residence, No. 4045 Bell avenue, to make the 
arrest. The amount named m the warrant 
does not cover the full extent of Landstreet’s 
shortage, ft is claimed, and the cashier is be- 
Heved to have made away in all with be- 
tween $1,000 and $1,500 of the company’s 
money, the embezzlements having been going 
on for twelve months past. 

COMES OF A GOOD FAMILY. 

The case seems to be one of a trusted em- 
ploye leading a fast and luxurious life un- 
known to his employers until made public by 
the discovery of the employe’s dishonesty 
and disgrace. Dandstreet had been in the 
service of the Commonwealth Casualty Oo. 
as cashier since its organization, two years 
ago. He had complete control of the 
handling of the money received by the com- 
pany. He was about &% years old and was 
married, but had no children, and was al- 
ways supposed to be sober and steady in his 
habits. He came of an unexceptionable family, 
being a Virginian by birth, and his father 
having been a chaplain in the Oon- 
federate army. Landstreet, previous to his 
life in St. Louls, had spent some 
years in Kansas City, where he was a mem. 
ber of the State militia and renowned as a 
skillfal swordsman. He came to St. Louis 
with good letters and possessed a gentleman- 
ly bearing and manner, which served Jo cre- 
ate confidence. His record with thé COm- 
monwealth Casualty Co. was good, and the 
investigation resulting in the discovery of 
his shortage was caused only by the sudden 
discovery that he was drinking heavily and 
leading a fast life. 

WHEN FIRST SUSPBCTED. 

On the night of Aug, 7, last, Landstreet was 
arrested in front of the Lindell Hotel, had a 
fight with the officer making the arrest, and 
was taken tothe Four Courts and locked up 
onacharge of drunkenness and resisting an 
officer. He is now under bond of $200 with 
Manager Beckman of the Broadway Winter 
Garden as his bondsman, to answer to that 
charge, and the case comes up in the Court 
of Criminal Correction to-morrow. Follow- 
ing the above indictment Secretary 
Bloomfield began the investigation of 
Landstreet’s accounts with the company, 
Landstreet having in the meantime been 
discharged on Aug. 14, on account of his 
drinking, and the police court episode. The 
investigation soon resulted, it is stated, in 
the discovery that Landstreet was a de- 
faulter, and pending further investigation 
Secretary Bloomfeld had Landstreet 
shadowed by a detectiue soas to prevent his 
escape from the city before a warrant for 
his arrest should be sworn out. Then the in- 
vestigation proceeded, and it soon 
showed a shortage of $1,000 at 
least, it being found that in one 
month alone Landstreet had stolen $200 of the 
company’s funds. The only method em- 
ployed by him, itis said, wassimply to take 
possession of remittances sent to the com- 
pany, and fail to creditthem on the cash 
book, and his shortage was easily discovered. 
This morning Secretary Bloomfield received 
a report from the detectives shadowing 
Landstreet to the effect that he was still in 
the city up to last night, andthe Secretary 
then went to the Four Courts and swore out 
the warrant for Landstreet's arrest as stated. 

FLOWERS FOR OPERA SINGERS. 

It appears, according to Secretary Bloom. 
field’s statements, that Landstreet must 
have been quite a ‘‘high roller, and that 
ever since his discharge from the employ of 
the Commonwealth Casualty Oo. he has been 
indulging in some fast and reckless ‘‘hur- 
rahs,’’ which would indicate that the young 
man has thrown all prudence and sense of 
honor to the wiads. Mr. Bloomfield says he 
is informed that only last week Land- 
street occupied a box at Uhrig’s Cave, 
from which he threw some expensive 
floral offerings toa favorite lady member of 
the Spencer company, and that he is known 
to have been spending money lavishly at that 
place all summer. Heis also said to have 
been drinking heavily for some months past. 
In appearance Landstreet is described as be- 
ing strikingly handsome, standing over 6 feet 
in height and of athletic build. 


Another Collector Missing. 

Gus Frey of the Frey Stationery Co. asked 
the assistance of the police this morning 
in finding his former collector, A D. 
Hobdell, who disappeared last Saturday. He 


was supposed to be sick uptil his wife, living 
at 2945 Cass avenue, called on Mr. Frey this 
morning W for her husband.

Frank Bancroft, ex-manager of the funct 
Cincinnati Association team and at — 
in charge of the finances of the Milwaukee 
team, stated in Boston yesterday that Prest- 
Gent Von der Ahe offered ‘Mike’ the 
choice of playing in the field and behind the 
bat on the St. Louis Browns at his own terms, 
and that this offer was made the night the 
Cincinnati team was disbanded in this city 
in the early part of this month. This 
was not given much credit around the base 
bail headquarters. Although it caused a 


great deal oof discussion, Secretary 
George Munson of the Browns, 
when asked concerning it, said: 


Iwas present when Mr. von der Ahe met 
‘Mike’ Kelly, as soon as he arrived in town 
from Cincinnati on the evening of Aug. 15, 
and Kelly then wanted to know how matters 
stood. Mr. Von der Ahe told him that every- 
thing was all right, and that he (Kelly) could 
suit himself about playing; that he (Von der 
Ahe) would guarantee his salary, and Kelly 
was to captain and play with either the Bal- 
timore or Louisville teams. Kelly then 
stated that he would le to hear 
from the Baltimore Association people 
before accepting any offer, as he had a 
personal contract with President Prince and 
that the latter had, notwithstanding it, con- 
sented for the sake of the Association to al- 
low him to go to Cincinnati. Mr. Von der 
Ahe, of course, under the circumstances, 
said that Kelly was only doing the proper 
thing in giving Mr. Prince first chance, and 
further negotiations were, of course, broken 
of when Kelly accepted the terms of the 
Association management in Boston.’’ In clos- 
ing, Munson said that he had no idea how 
Bancroft could have misunderstood the true 
facts, as it was hardly likely that Kelly would 
have told him ofthe offer in any way other 
tban it occurred. 
THE CONFERENCE FARCE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 27.—The confer- 
ence arranged to patch up peace between the 
League and the Association has developed 
into a fight worse than any that previously 
existed, and the men selected to discuss 
measures of settlement lost sight entirely of 
the object they came for and went to fight 
ing. The written declarations from both 
sides are rather interesting and show well 
the tangle the arbitrators have succeeded in 
getting their affairs into. 

The League comes out and takes as a basis 
of settlement the following propositions: 

1. The reversal of tne decision of the National 
Board in the cases of Stovey and Bierbauer, and the 
remanding of said players to the Athletic Club of the 
American Association. 

2. That all players now under contract with the 
American Association be subject to reservation by 
the Association as may hereafter be provided. 

3. That the legality of the contracts of Vickery and 
— with the Chicago club be subject to discus- 
sion. 

4. That all players who have signed two contracts 

be suspended. 

5. That the National Board as now constituted be 
abolished. 

6. The adoption of anew national agreement or 
compact. 

7. That the Western Association be denied ad- 
mission as a major party to such new ment. 

. That the American Association circuit shall be 
composed of Chicago, Brooklyn, Cincinnati, Boston, 
Philadeiphia, St. Louls, Baltimore, Washington, 
Columbus, Louisville and Milwaukee. 

9. Thatthe right of the American Association to 
maintain clubs in said cities shall be pe tual; that 
is to wf in case any club should resign its member- 
ship, disband or be expelled. the American Associa- 
tion shall have the right at any time to establish an- 
other club in such city. 

Then they go on and lay the blame of 
breaking up the conference upon the Asso- 
clation representatives. 

Then the Association replies and to each of 
the nine propositions of the League says: 

I. That your delegates have admitted that the 
Stovey-Bierbauer decision is utterly unfair and un- 


juss. 

2. That the reservation of players under contract 
was not applied alone to Ass ciation players. but to 
League players alike. This can hardly be called a 
demand on our part, as you were earnestly urging 
this aiso. 

3. Upon the statement of your Mr. Hart as to the 
facts surrounding the signing of Vickery and 
Shriver, we very readily agreed thatif this were 
true Chicago is entitied to their services. 

4. Your fourth proposition is scarcely stated fairly. 
You will recollect that we notonly claim that con- 
tract jumpers be in some way disciplined, but also

5. The propositiou about the National Board was 
made at the very outset by your Mr. Brush. 

6. We dia favorapew agreement to beframed in

You will see at once that in your hurried 
note you have somewhat confused the facts.

States. 

This is a pretty mess of American diplo- 
macy to set before the public. Admiral 
GHERARDI blundered whether he repre- 
sented his government correctly or not, 
but it is hardly credible that he would 
make such a statement without warrant of 
fact, and the fact was not denied by Mr. 
Frrmin. It appears, therefore, that under 
the ‘‘brilliant foreign policy’’ of Mr. 
BLAINE we have been interfering with the 
affairs of a sister republic in imperial 
style. We have assisted a revolution and 
aided in putting down one governmentand 
setting up another. The Government of 
the United States is made to figure as the 
would-be dictator of the internal affairs of 
the American Republics. 

Mr. DovG.Lass pertinently remarks that 
he did not think this ‘‘the work for which 
the United States navy is armed, equipped, 
manned and supported by the American 
people. Nor is it. The hands oft“ 
warning uttered to European nations in 
the assertion of the Monroe doctrine im- 
plies that we shall keep our own hands off. 
This is the sound policy which has been 
strictly maintained from the beginning of 
the Government. To resort to the jingo- 
ism revealed in the Haytien negotiation 
would put an end to the wholesome influ- 
ence of our Government, invite European 
interference on this Continent and involve 
us in a host of foreign complications. 
This Haytien business needs attention 
from Congress. 


GREED IN POLITICS. 


President HALL spoke a good word when 
he warned the Alliance Convention at Per- 
tle Springs against forming a party having 
for its platform the farmers’ selfish ends. It 
is not only corrupt in principle and dan- 
gerous in tendency, but it is unwise in 
policy. 

When the farmers form a party solely in 
order that they may secure certain special 
advantages from the Government and en- 
joy privileges at the expense of their fel- 
low citizens, they invite the united 
opposition of all other citizens not in- 
cluded in the political scheme. The tariff 
beneficiaries have been shrewd enough to 
obtain control of a great party which was 
inaugurated for the accomplishment of 
certain public aims and thus have played 
the robber under the mask of patriotism. 
But a farmers’ party, having for its foun- 
dation a scheme to enable the farmers to 
obtain the money of the people would have 
loot for its avowed purpose and greed for 
its inspiring motive. With whatcontempt 
would the public be justified in viewing 
citizens who, denouncing the manipula- 
tion of governmental functions to their 
own profit by others, seek to overthrow 
the interest in power merely in order to set 
up their own interest and manipulate leg- 
islation for their own gain. 

The only wise and patriotic course for 
the honest, clean stalwart farmers who 
have rightly been called the bone and 
sinew of the country is to demand justice 
and equality for all under the laws, to set 
their faces firmly against every form of 
special and discriminating legislation, 
against the disposition towards organized 
greed whichis now the most dangerous 
tendency in American politics, They can- 
not afford to be mendicants for govern- 
mental favors. They do not need such 
favors when others do not enjoy them. 
The privilege of enjoying the full fruits of 
his labors under equal laws is all that any 
citizen requires or is entitled to. The farm- 
ers who, above all other citizens, have been 
the principal victims of favoritism, should 
stand solidly upon this sound and patriotic 
platform.

TO PREPARE A BILL. 


Lieuts. Evans and Batchelor Are Not 
Discouraged by Criticism. 


THEIR PLANS FOR NATIONALIZING THE 
MILITIA. 


The Scheme Gaid to Have Been Misun- 
derstood—A Measure in Which Poli- 
tice Has No Ooncern— A Standing 
Army Not Aimed At—An Interesting 
Letter Written by Gen. Sherman. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Aug. 27.—Lieut. R. X. 
Evans and Lieut. J. B. Batchelor, the 
authors of the movement to nationalize the 
National Guard and the garrison at Fort 
Leavenworth, have followed the criticisms of 
the movement, as published in the Post-D1s- 
PATCH, with much interest. The young 
officers take Gen. Miles’ sarcastic comments 
good-naturedly, because it is evident Gen. 
Miles misunderstands the plan wholly. Lieut. 
Batchelor, in an interview to-day, 
explained in detail what the move- 
ment really is. ‘‘Some people cannot 
understand plain American, said he, 
„Our plan for nationalizing the National 
Guard has been misunderstood in some im- 
portant particulars and dangers have been 
imagined in its provisions which come only 
from such misunderstanding. The plan is 
briefly this: We propose that when any com- 
pany, troop or battery, witha strength not 
less than sixty, shall voluntarily apply for 
enroliment in the national forces, the Sec- 
retary of War shall cause it tobe enrolled as 
such in the National Guard of the United 
States. That when, in any State, there 
shall be not less than 200 thus enrolled the 
Secretary shall cause an officer to be de- 
tailed from the army to act as 
inspector for that State, under the 
orders both of the President and of the Gov- 
ernor; that an annual inspection shall be 
made by this officer of the condition of each 
company, troop or battery; that on each 
return of annual inspection, showing satis- 
factory condition and standard strength, 
the United States shall pay, to each 
company of Infantry $1,000, to each 
troop of Cavalry and each battery of 
Artillery $5,000 for the year next after 
enrollment, and $38,000 for each year there- 
after. Until called into the service of the 
United States, by authority of proper Con- 
gressional enactment, the National Guard 
shall be left strictly under the control of the 
States, as at present; but, when Oongress 
does call out the national forces, the com-. 
panies, troops, batteries, etc. , ot the National 
Guard shall be the first called out. 

WILL PETITION CONGRESS. 

„»The association which we have proposed 
has but one purpose, to present to Congress 
a plain, simple, feasible request for the en- 
actment of this plan. Wedo not claim that 
wehave reached perfection. We do claim 
that we have the central idea, to which, by 
subsequent legislation, may be added all the 
improvements which may become desirable 
until perfection is reached, and we suggest to 
the National Guardsmen everywhere that 
they ask for this, because asking together 
and for one thing they will get it. When 
experience shows that we need more we 
will ask for more, but we will always want 
this. 

Our purposes are to be sought by the 
means guaranteed by the first amendment to 
the constitution, the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble and petition. We 
would be glad to discuss the plan in assembly 
of each regiment of the National Guard that 
in plain speaking should make our meaning 
clear. Those citizens of the United States 
who desires to see the citizen-soldier recog- 
nized as he deserves are invited to join this 
association, andin due time we will present 
our petition to Congress, praying, not the es 
tablishment of a standing army, but the 
training of those who will at least defend 
their country, leaving them still citizens and 
patriots, neither the tools of a demagogue 
nor the hirelings of a despot. 

It isa measure in which politics, in the 
sense of party differences, has no concern. 
It is one which equally touches the interests 
of all parts of the country. The National 
Guard of the United States would be too 
broadly American ever to become subservient 
to the prejudices of any section, or to be 
seduced into revolutionary madness by any 
temptation. 

It the National Guard in any part of the 
United States, were or could be under this 
plan, trained and developed to the exclusion 
of the rest, grave danger would at once re- 
suit, but no such event will follow. The citi- 
zens of all the States will be trained under 
the seme law, and any one who should be 
foolhardy enough to contemplate a use of 
part of the National Guard to further 
usurpation would find himself confronted 
with the rest Thus, before it could become 
a source of danger, the National Guard of the 
United States must become a unit in wrong, 
which can never be, as long as they remain a 
part of the people, andasthe ropes pulling 
in different directious hold the mast of the 
derrick upright, sothe forces of the United 
States, distributed through all its parts, will 
serve, not to pull down, but to uphold the 
framework of the Government. No danger 
can come tothiscountry from arms in the 
hands of the people. 

NOT A STANDING ARMY. 

One objection made to the plan is that it 
would practically convert the National Guard 
intoa standing army. What isa standing 
army? Is it nota body of men bound not 
only by oath but by interest to the service of 
the power in which they have no concern, 
divorced from thecivilian by the difference 
of their lives and dependent for the bread 
they eatona hand that moves them, they 
know not ho nor whither? How can the 
National Guard become in any sense, practi- 
cal or thevretical, a standing army, while 
they remain a part of the people, with all 
the rights, sympathies an interests of the 
people, living among their fellows, armed 
with ballot as well as rifle, a partof the sov- 
ereign they serve. To call the proposed 
National Guard a standing army is to apply 
the same term to every able-bodied male be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 45 in the country, 
every one of whom is at this moment lable 
to military duty under the existing laws. 
This plan expressly provides that the Na- 
tional Guard shall not be placed under the 
control of the United States until called out 
by proper enactment of the Oongress they 
help to elect. 

We propose no new liability to military 
duty. Any company which desires it may 
apply for enrollment; any which does not de- 
sire it simply does not apply. If the United 
States needed an army it would get plenty of 
brave volunteers, who would know nothing 
of their duties, and thousands ot whom would 
die from lack of knowledge. Organize and 
train the National Guard, as we propose, and 
in need we shall have an army which, thor- 
oughly disciplined, has no equal on this 
plan 


LEGAL AND CONSTITUTIONAL. 

**Impartial thought will snow at once that 
the measure is legal and constitutional. Con- 
gress shall have power to provide for organ- 
izingand aisciplining the militia, and that 
power is in no degree lessened by calling 
them the National Guard. The dual powers 
of the nation and the State are clearly pro- 
served and amply defended. We have no de- 
sire to enlarge the powers of the United 
States or to abridge those of the States. We 
simply seek to induce Oongress to passa 
reasonable, practicable law under which the 
militia may be trained aé¢cording to the 
discipline ribed by Congress, leaving out 
the spare flints and spontoons of the absurd 
‘and obsolete statute of 1792. | 
_ **This idea is not hasty or {ll digested. It 
has been studied for years; it has been dis- 
cussed and approved by nearly every Officer 
stationed at this post, some hundred in num

A SEASON OF UNUSUAL PROSPERITY 
CAUSES A HEAVY CALL FOR LOANS. 


The Regular Customers Absorb Nearly All 
of the Available Funds—The Financial 
Stringency the Opposite of Panicky in 
Its Nature—Its Bifecton Stock Specu- 
lation. 


The financial! situation locally is one that is 
attracting the attention ofall actual and po- 
tential borrowers, and the bank officials are 
giving it the closest study. Seldom if ever 
at this season of the year has the demand for 
money been so great as it is now, and al- 
though all the banks are well supplied with 
funds the money market is unquestionabiy 
very tight. This stringency bears no resem- 
blance to that prevalent during the early 
part of the year when the faflure of the 
house of Baring Bros. upset the money mar- 
ket of the worldand caused a general cur- 
tailment of discounts. 

INCONVENIENT PROSPERITY. 

There is nothing panicky about the present 
status of affairs, forall lines of business are 
notably prosperous, and it is this condition 
of affairs that causes the scarcity of money, 
and the difficulty experienced by many in 
obtaining loans on unquestionable security. 
The deposits are larger than they ever have 
been before, but the demands are such that 
few of the banks can extend ac- 
commodations to any except their 
regular customers. Inquiry among 
cashiers developed the fact that the cause of 
the stringency is to be found in the unexam- 
pled increase in the business done by the 
wholesale and jobbing houses. Where for- 
merly a certain amount of capital would suap- 
ply all demands, leaving the banks witha 
good sum in hand to meet irregularcallis, at 
the present time a largely increased capital is 
barely sufficient to supply the needs of regu- 
lar customers. Borrowings by business 
houses of estabjished reputation are from 50 
to 150 per cent greater u they were at this 
season last year, and fe loans would be even 
larger if the money market were not 80 
tight. 

A BANNER YEAR. 

From present indications the banks win 
have the most prosperous year on record, 
but tneir prosperity will be less than that of 
the firms doing business with them. The 
same causes have increased the business of 
the stock brokers in one direction and dimin- 
ished it in another. Those who have money 
to lend dispose of it readily at a high rate of 
interest. On the other hand, the écarcity of 
money has operated as a check on stock spec- 
ulation. Men who have been accustomed to 
dabble in stocks, holding them for an ad- 
vance or a decline, and borrowing the money 
to carry them, have been unable to obtain 
the usual accommodation, and have there- 
fore either greatly curtailed their purchases 
or have stopped them entirely. How long 
the present stringency will continue is a sub- 
ject concerning which conservative financiers 
are not willing to hazard a prediction, de- 
pending as it does very largely on the course 
taken by Buropean holders of American 
securities. That a great part of 
the $70,000,000 in gold shipped abroad 
will be returned within a short time in pay- 
ment for American cereals is certain, some 
predict not only the entire amount, but also 
alarge additional sum will be sent to this 
country. 

EUROPE AND AMERICA. 

But by many it is believed that sooner than 
surrender the gold of which Europe stands in 
such need American securities will be sold 
and payment madein this way. In case this 
course should be pursued the money market 
is not likely to be easy for some time to come. 
But the course of the English market 
does not indicate that any such 
system will be pursued. Instead 
of selling, England has recently been a heavy 
buyer of American stocks, and the same 
tendency in a lesser degree has been observed 
in the markets of France and Germany. The 
foreign demand for American railroad securi- 
ties has been particularly marked. Ata sea- 
son when the great majority of European in- 
dustries are depressed, the heavy crops of 
the United States give promise of a most suc- 
cessful year for American railroads, and 
foreign investors are anxious to secure stocks 
which willinall probability pay a large in- 
terest on the investment. This prevents the 
return flood of gold from being checked, and 
the general impression is that within a short 
time the financial stringency now prevalent 
will be relieved. 


AMERICAN SECURITIES IN LONDON. 


BUYING ORDERS RECEIVED FROM ALL PARTS OF 
EUROPE. 

London, Aug. 27.—Buying orders for Amer- 
ican securities were received atthe Stock 
Exchange from all parts of Europe yesterday. 
It was an impulsive movement, inthe pros- 
pect of a further run upward. An eminent 
American railroad president hag been ex- 
pressing the opinion that this buying will 
provide Americans with money to buy all the 
more shares. Calmer operators are less op- 
timistic. They think there is great danger 
of gold going at a premium to New York and 
causing a spasm of distrust in 
American securities here. A few 
competent critics, after a careful investiga- 
tion of the situation, admit that America has 
more than four months before being com- 
pelled to force depreciated currency into cir- 
culation. The corn trade in the last few days 
has been quieter from a mere desire to sus- 
pend operations and await events. English 
millers have not bought during the excite- 
ment, having faith in their ability to supply 
all wants from the new English wheat. The 
results of the continued rain, however, will 
leave them denuded of stock and at the 
mercy of importers of foreign wheat.

THE NATION’S GOLD. 


Secretary Foster’s Plan to Increase the 
Reserves in the Vaults. 


THE AMOUNT INCREASED $12,000,000 1n 
SIX WEEKS. 


How the Treasury Department Managed 
the Shipments of Currency to th. 
West—The Froposed Combination ot 
New York Bankers Declared Off—Re¢g. 
ulating the Seizure of Liquor. 


NEW YorK, Aug. 27.—When Secreta ry 
Foster found the gold in the National Treas. 
ury running low with the % per cent bonds 
due on Sept. 1, he was puzzled to know how 
to replenish the supply. The express com. 
panies charged 7% cents on the $1,000 for ship. 
ping currency from the East to the West and 
when the demand began to come into the 
New York banks from the Western citles for 
money to move the great crops, all the ship. 
ments were at first made that way. The 
Eastern banks of course sent legal tenders to 
their Western correspondents. 

Then Secretary Foster caused it to be made 
known to the Western banks that the Treas 


ury Department will ship money to any part 


of the West for 15 cents per $1,000. Therefore 
the Western banks accompanied every draft 
on a New York bank with an order to ship 
through the Treasury. When the New York 
banks went to the Sub-Treasury in Wall 
street to deposit the money for shipment, 
they found to their surprise that Assistant 
Treasurer Roberts insisted upon the deposit 
of ry coin or gold certificates. When asked 
if thé Treasury has issued any order to that 
effect Mr. Roberts admitted that there had 
been no official order, Dut he said, ‘‘It was 
the practices. The bankers called Mr. 
Roberts’ attention to the fact that it was 
an entirely new practice to insist upon all 
gold for such shipment, but the Assistant 
Treasurer was obdurate. The bankers pro. 
tested, but there wasno helpforthem. The 
result has been that every New York bank 
which has received during the last two 
months an order for currencyto supplya 
Western dank has been obliged to deposit 
against it either gold coin or gold certificates 
in the sub- Treasury in Wall street. Then the 
Government, instead of sending the gold to 
the West, has simply put it in the vaults and 
sent out a telegraphic order to the Sub. 
Treasury at Chicago or, the nearest Govern- 
ment depository to the bank wanting this 
money, to transmit to the bank legal tenders. 
So successful has this policy been that the 
gold reserves in the National Treasury nave 
increased about $12,000,000 in about six weeks. 
On June 30 the supply of gold in the Treasury 
aggregated $117,667,722. At present the total 
is $129,402,927. Meantime the gold reserves in 
the New York Danks have fallen so low 
through this strong drain that many bank 
officers have become somewhat alarmed. 
There has been a good deal of grumbling 
within the last week, and inasmuch as there 
was no immediate prospect of decrease in 
the demands for currency from the West 
there have been several informal conferences 
in dank pariors to determine what concerted 
action the Danks might take in the way of 
reprisal upon the Secretary of the Treasury. 
There is no doubt that serious action by the 
bankers n that direction would have been 
attempted had it not deen for the actionof 
Secretary Foster yesterday. He had kept 
his eye upon the New York banks. He pri 
vately communicated with National Treas. 
urer Roberts and yesterday when bankers 
sent to the Sub-Treasury to make their cur- 
rency shipments to the West they were sur- 
prised and pleased to be informed by the 
suave Mr. Roberts that the practice of the 
department bad been changed and that the 
Treasury would accept half gold and half 
legal tenders. This concession satisfied the 
New York bankers for the time being. It has 
put a stop for the present to the talk about a 
systematic combination of the bankers 
against the Secretary of the Treasury. In 
financial circles yesterday it was admitted 
that Mr. Foster has been very shrewd and 
has fairly outwitted the New York banks.

IS MUSGRAVE DEAD? 


The Terre Haute Burned Cabin Mistery 
Still Unsolved. 


THEORIES ADVANCED TO ACCOUNT FOR 
THE HUMAN BONES 


Found in the Hut After It Was Burned—The 
Fugitive Real Estate Dealer Said to 
Have Had His Life Insured for a Large 
Sum— The Coroner Makes an Interest 
ing Statement. 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Aug. 27.—The mystery 
of the burned log cabin is stillunsolved. It 
is now definitely known that the bones found 
in the hut consumed on the banks of the 
Wabash, near this city last Sunday night, 
are those of a man—but who was the man’ 
As stated in former dispatches the belief 
was general at first that the remains were 
those of Robert Musgrave, who formerly 
lived here, but of late had been doing bus! 
ness as a real estate dealer in Chicago. 

Musgrave has a shady record. He was 
implicated in a sertes of forgeries here and 
was a fugitive from justice. The statement 
is also made that he carried insurance 
on his life to the amount of $40,000. 
This fact gives credence to the rumor that an 
attempt has been made to perpetrate a great 
fraud by making it appear that Musgrove is 
dead. The webof this theory is that Mus- 
grave and his confederates planned that he 
should come here from Chicago, be seen in 
the vicinity of the cabin, and that the cabin 
should be burned and the bones of a man be 
found in the ruins. These would be identi- 
fied as his remains, the money collected from 
the insurance companies and divided among 
the conspirators. 


The developments so far made by the 
Coroner, however, do not go far to 
clear up the mystery. This much 
is known: That Musgrave was 
been in the vicinity of the cabin, that he was 
making it his place of abode during his secret 
visit to Terre Haute friends, the purpose of 
which is not known. One of Musgrave’s con- 
Hdential friends, who had visited him in his 
hiding place, says they saw men prowling 
about the locality Sunday evening. Mus- 
grave had a watch, and while his friends do 
not know, as a matter of fact, that he had 
much money, they say he usually had 
considerable money on his person. 


They believe Musgrave was murdered, his

THE CORONER'S STATEMENT. 

Coroner Mattox states that he is as yet un 
determined in his belief; that while all the 
circumstantial evidence pointed to the fact 
that Musgrave, the last occupant of 
the cabin, had been burned to 
death, still there were suspicious cir- 
cumstances that might show thatthere was 
a plant! ia the cabin and that it was fired. 
Those who knew Musgrave before his flight 
say they would not be surprised atany des- 
perate plan he might fall upon. One fact 
has thus far been fully established by the 
Coroner, and that is that Musgrave was act 
tually in Riding in the hut since last 
Saturday. Charles M. Trout, Frederick 
A. Ross, Harry Dodson ani William 
Dorsey, all well known citizens, testify that 
they visited Musgrave at this lonely meeting 
place and that they conversed with him for 
some time. His signature ‘‘B. R. M. has 
also been found on the Bronson House regis- 
ter under date of last Friday night. On the 
other hand it is Known that Musgrave had a 
silver watch, and notrace whatever has been 
found of any part of it, although the ballding 
was only a small 12x12 structure and the fire 
could not have been so intense as to totally 
destroy the watch. 

The farmers who made the ghastly discov- 
ery testified to-day that the remains when 
seen by them werein the frame work of a 
human being, with the body bent up, and 
that when they threw water on it it crambied 
and went to pieces. The Knights of Pythias 
emblem, with Musgrave’s name on it, was 
found about where the pocket would be, 
and the body itseif was atthe corner of the 
building where Musgrave must have siept. 

GAPS In THE THEORY. 

Some wide gaps in the theory that the 
bones were those of Musgrave are shown by 
the fact that there was not a particle of flesh 
upon the remains, and experts say that some 
pieces of fiesh in a fire of that character 
would remain hanging to the bones. His 
pantaioons contained steel buttons and yet 
no trace of them can be found, although the 
ruins were raked over carefully. He 
also had some silver money and none 
of that was found. That the remains 
are those of a human, ,a small man, 
of Musgrave’s size, is true, but it seems in 
credible to the police that a man could have 
been suffocated and almost completely con- 
sumed insuch a small structure, the two 
doors of which were both off the hinges. If 
Musgrave had effected a heavy life insurance 
a strong motive for this deception would be 
apparent and an investigation into this 
branch of the case is now going on. 

Musgrave’s mother and sister reside at 221 
North Kingle avenue, Chicago. If it was not 
Musgrave, whowas the person consumed? 
Was it acorpse froma graveyard, or were 
the remains contained in the big valise that 
Musgrave had with him in the cabin? 

There were mysterious relations between 
Musgrave and some people here, however. 
He was not indicted for forging the deeds and 
mortgages in 1889, the discovery of which 
caused his departure from the city to the

Report of Prof. Michaels of the Chicago 
Microscopical Station. 

III., Aug. 27.—Secretary Rusk has 
given out the report of Prof. Michaels in 
charge of the microscopical station in Chi- 
cago regarding the work of that station in in- 
specting pork for trichinge.

FAILURE OF THE SECOND ATTEMPT TO 


Gonzales V a’s Well-Laid Plans and 
How Th Failed—A Nice Bluff by 
Foreign ani Home Manufacturers— 
Buying Up the Crops—History Repeats 
Iteelf. — 


Bosrov, Mass., Aug. F. — News has reached 
here that the big rubter syndicate of which 
J. C. Gonzales Vianna, head ofthe house of 
Vianna Freres Havreand Para, was the 
organizer and leading spirit, has been com 
pelled to eae Hm operations. Gonzales 
Vianna, better Known as the Baron de Gon- 
doriz, began to jay his plans to control the 
rubber market of the world about a year ago. 
He interested pitalists in Europe, and 
Baring Bros. and other prominent London 
houses were also in the scheme. The ‘‘Com- 
pagna du Gran Para’’ was organized with a 
paid up capital ot $10,000,000 and operations 
began. Para rubber, which is the 
standard article used by manufacturers, 
was bought by e syndicate wherever it 
could be purc at anything like the 
market price. As the syndicate hoarded an 
they bought, the stringency in the rubber 
market soon o apparent. The price 
went up until it iched 85 cents, an advance 
of50 percent, but still the syndicate was a 
buyer and not a seller. By this time the man- 
ufacturers in Europe and the United States 
had become aware of the threate corner. 
In nine months the syndicate absorbed 
a bout 90 per cent qt the crude rubber in the 
market of the world. The monthly consump- 
tion of Para rubber is about 1,500 tons, which 
the yearly output barely supplies. The men

He was 
unsuccessfuland whenafew days ago the 
first consignment of several hundred tons of 
crude Para rubber of the 1891 crop was offered 
in the London market he was unable to re- 
spond to the demand of his English agents 
for more margin and the collapse of the rub- 
ber balloon followed. This time the specula- 
tors of Great Britain and Europe have had 
their fingers badly burned, and although no 
faflures may result, they have learned a les- 
son, 
A PREVIOUS EXPERIENCE. 

The failure of the Barings probably had 
considerable to do with the downfall of the 
syndicate. American dealers in crude rub- 
ber and manufacturers of rubber goods have 
heard of Gonzales Vianna, Baron Gondoriz, 
before. In 1878 the price of Para rubber ruled 
from 40 cents to 80 cents a pound. It was at 
that date that the active speculative brain of 
the Baron conceived the idea of cornering the 
rubber market. He began purchasing largely 
in foreign and Lome markets and succeeded 
in the course ofa year in raising the price 
from 50 cents to 75cents per pound. In this 
he was materially assisted by  Bra- 
zilian capitalists and bankers, who have 
likewise aided and abetted in nis 
schemes. In the year 182 he formed a 
European syndicate under the manipulation 
of which prices rose to $1.20 and $1.25 per 
pound. At that time the syndicate is said to 
have had in its control at least $5,000,000 
worth of crude rubber. Then, as now, greed 
overreached itself. The rubber manufactur- 
ers of the United States appreciated the situ- 
ation. They assembied in convention here 
in November, 1882, and agreed to suspend all 


work and to purchase no rubber until further.

A collapse ensued and Vianna 
Freres went into bankruptcy... History is only 
repeating itself.
